his assistant, Dean Rusk, the United 
States policy. in Asia has not changed. 
In one sense Mr, Acheson's statement 
May be correct. In another assuredly it 
is incorrect 

The post-war policy of the United 
States in Asia has been drastically 
changed, if not reversed, In the autumn 
of 1945 General Marshall was sent to 
China to reconcile the Nationalist goy- 
ernment with the Communists in a coal} 
tion. When his mission fajled the United 
States washed its hands of beth the war- 
Ting groups in December, 1946. In 
August, 1949, the United States wrote off 
the defeated Nationalist government al- 
together and by 1950 was quietly prepar- 
ing to recognize the victorious Commun. 
ists, as Britain already had done. Then 
came the Korean invasion, the United 
States heroic resistance to it, the Ameri 
can defense: of Formosa, the branding 
of the Communists as aggressors, and 
lately, increased aid to the exiled Na 
tionalists 

Mr. Acheson must mean, therefore, 
that the United States policy has not 
changed in the last few weeks, as Mr 
tusk seemed to indicate 

Mr. Rusk’s New York speech said 
that the United States would never rec- 
ognize the Chinese Communists, that the 
Nationalist government was the lawful 
government of Chirla and that the United 
States proposed to aid it. This announce 
ment was greeted with ‘a rather frenzied 
gutbreak of triumph by those who, from 
the beginning, have been ready to plunge 
the\ United States (with or without al 
lies) into a great Chinese war.

Sunlight is beneficial to all 
human beings. It is especially 
essential for children because of 
their growing boney structure. 
We can manufactlire our own 
vitamin D if we have the benefit 
of_sunshine. The sun also re 
laxes us ina special sort ‘of way 
and sensible sunbathing may 
prove a great aid in overcoming 
insomnia.
